I'll look this over and send my comments by tomorrow. Just generally, talking with Don and Alan Henning and thinking about our 
meeting, I think a couple of good targets for the coming year are to support DEQ in their approach to integrate their water 
programs. We could do this in 319 by prioritizing a candidate watershed for NPS implementation (includes developing a 
watershed plan), leveraging our resources within that watershed, and setting a long-term strategy that will result in measurably 
improved environmental quality.
